
Laptops stolen in raid included beer-making recipes 

THIEVES TARGET 
MICRO-BREWERY

A MICRO-brewery was bro¬ 
ken in to by thieves who took 
cash and laptops containing 
vital beer recipes. 

The offenders struck at the Green 
Duck Beer Company in Stourbridge 
in an early morning raid on Friday, on 
the eve of the Gainsborough Trading 
Estate brewery’s Oktoberfest beer 
festival. 

They smashed through the double glazed 
glass door of the brewery’s office. 

Once inside, they took around £100 worth of 
takings and two laptops, one with the recipes 
stored on. 

The business brews five beers on the site, 
which also includes a real ale and keg bar. 

Director Nathan Kiszka said: “We think this 
was opportunistic thieves - anyone who is of¬ 
fered laptops for cheap, please let us or the po¬ 
lice know.” 

The brewery makes its own five cask ales, 
namely Duck & Dive, Duck & Cover, Duck 
Blonde, Duck Under and Duck Dastardly. They 
also run a monthly guest beer, which is this 
month Duck Dazzling Chocolate Stout. 

Mr Kiszka said: “It’s annoying that beer rec¬ 
ipes which link up to our machines here were 
also on one of the laptops. There was no way to 
back them up, so they are gone with the lap¬ 
tops. 

Complex 

“We have the recipes in terms of what goes in 
the beers, but the computer provides the tim¬ 
ings to control the brewing process. 

“It is a complex mechanism and we are work¬ 
ing hard on it. The beers will still be the same.” 

Mr Kiszka said he discovered the break-in on 
arriving at the business at 6am. 

There was no CCTV - a situation the bosses 
have already changed to protect the site. 

He said: “The offenders had kicked through 
the double glazed window of the door. 

“It would have taken five minutes to smash 
through so they must have been determined. 

“We’ve never been targeted before, it’s frus¬ 
trating on the eve of the beer festival.” 

Mr Kiszka said one of the laptops the offend¬ 
ers made off with had also contained a bar¬ 
maid’s university dissertation. 

Around 500 people attended the festival. 

The brewery company was launched three 
years ago. It took four months for the team to 
convert the former engineering unit. 

It is split down the middle with a glass wall 
- with fermenting tanks to make the firm’s spe¬ 
ciality beers on one side, and a lounge to cater 
for up to 120 people the other.

MEP rules himself 
out as UKIP leader 

DUDLEY councillor and West Midlands 
MEP Bill Etheridge has ruled himself out 
of the UKIP leadership race. He has given 
his backing Nigel Farage’s former deputy 
Paul Nuttall. 

Mr Etheridge said Mr Nuttall was the 
‘unity candidate’ who would bring the party 
‘back together’. 

“Over the weekend we have seen both 
Suzanne Evans and Paul Nuttall announce 
they are standing in the election. 

“Paul and I share the same values and 
we have the same supporters. 

“I think Paul is a good man and is the 
unity figure that the party needs.” 

Mr Etheridge was previously considering 
standing in the second election which was 
called after Diane James resigned after just 
18 days. He will now work on Mr Nuttall’s 
campaign. 

OPERATION 

Park searched in 
knives crackdown 

POLICE hunted for knives in a Black 
Country park following a series of stab- 
bings over the last fortnight. 

Officers were out in Priory Park in 
Dudley checking hedges, undergrowth 
and other potential hideaways for signs 
of weapons. Officers were at the site on 
the back of three stabbings in the space 
of eight days in Dudley borough. 

Sergeant Adam Austin, who was lead¬ 
ing the search in Priory Park, said: “We 
have been making sweeps of public 
spaces looking for weapons which may 
have been stored anywhere.” 

The crackdown on knife crime also 
saw officers visit the Merry Hill shopping 
centre on Wednesday, where a 16-year- 
old boy was able to buy seven knives.

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MP calls for amnesty after stabbings 


A DULEY has pledged to raise in Parliament the 
issue of knife crime in the Black Country. It comes 
after a teenager was knifed in the fifth stabbing in 
just two weeks across the region. 

Police are investigating after an 18-year-old was 
stabbed in Pleck, Walsall at around 8pm on Sat¬ 
urday. 

He is believed to have been approached by a 
group of men in Wednesbury Road and then fol¬ 
lowed into Ford Street where the assault is thought 
to have taken place. 

MP for Dudley South, Mike Wood, has been so 
shocked at the recent stabbings spate that he is 
tabling a question on the issue for the Home Office, 
and calling for a knife amnesty. The Conservative 


MP said: “I am currently tabling a question to the 
Home Office, to highlight the rise in stabbings to 
police ministers. 

“The sentencing on stabbings is clear, but what 
we need to do is to remind people that if you carry 
a knife then you are looking at prison. 

“I’m calling for a knife amnesty to try and re¬ 
duce the number of these weapons which are on 
the streets as much as we can. 

“I am also writing to the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner encouraging the amnesty.” 

Mr Wood said he would also try to put the ques¬ 
tion of an amnesty before Theresa May at Prime 
Minister’s Questions. 

He confirmed his constituents had expressed 


fears to him over the rise in knife attacks and fa¬ 
talities in the area. 

“These are particularly concerning for local 
people,” said Mr Wood. “Whilst it does appear in 
most of the cases the victims and the attackers are 
known to each other, it is not always the case, and 
people are understandably growing increasingly 
worried about their safety.” 

West Midlands Police are appealing for informa¬ 
tion about the latest stabbing in Pleck on Satur¬ 
day. Det Sgt Adam Keen, said: “We are in the early 
stages of our investigation and I am urging anyone 
who witnessed this to come forward.”

Mother: we must get 
tough on knife crime 


THE mother of murder vic¬ 
tim Tom Kirwan has called 
for tougher sentences for 
knife crime after new fig¬ 
ures showed a dramatic rise 
in the number of incidents 
involving blades across the 
West Midlands. 

The latest figures from the Of¬ 
fice for National Statistics (ONS) 
show that 37 out of 44 police forc¬ 
es in England and Wales record¬ 
ed a rise in offences involving 
knives and sharp instruments in 
the year to June. 

While knife crime rose by nine per 
cent nationally, with nearly one in 
five of the extra offences taking place 
in the West Midlands. 

Emer Kirwan, whose son Tom was 
stabbed to death outside the former 
Uberra Club in Wolverhampton in 
July 2012, said it was ‘heartbreaking’ 
to see the high levels of knife crime in 
the region. Her son’s killer has never 
been found. 

Distressing 

“A lot of people think they can 
carry a weapon around and not get 
prosecuted,” she said. “There should 
be stiffer sentences for anyone who is 
found carrying a knife. 

“How any normal person can go 
around carrying a knife and use it on 
another person is beyond me. Some¬ 
thing has got to be done because the 
problem is clearly getting worse.” 

In the last month alone there have 
been three stabbings in the space of 
eight days in Dudley borough. Man- 
soor Mahmood, 24, died after he was 
stabbed in the stomach in Brierley 
Hill, a 22-year-old man was stabbed 
in Lower Gornal and an 18-year-old 
critically injured in a stabbing in 
Sedgley. 

There was also a stabbing on a 
bus in West Bromwich, which led to 
a 16-year-old boy requiring hospi¬ 
tal treatment, while in September 
23-year-old Mircea Gheorghe Coz- 
miuc was knifed to death in Whit¬ 
more Reans, Wolverhampton. All

of the incidents took place after the 
ONS figures were compiled, sparking 
fears that knife crime across the re¬ 
gion could be getting worse. 

The force has raged a long-running 
battle to rid the streets of violent 
crime, with the region having seen 
a number of high profile stabbings. 
They include Halesowen schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins, who was fatally 
stabbed in the chest by Phillip Sim- 
elane, of Walsall, while travelling to

knifed in West Bromwich, while in 
October 2015 Herman ‘Louis’ Simp¬ 
son, 46, was stabbed to death in his 
home Wolverhampton. 

Wolverhampton South East MP 
Pat McFadden, said: “I think these 
figures will strike fear into the heart 
of every parent. Whenever there is a 
rise in the crime rate we have to take 
it very seriously. We all know that 
knives can end lives and cause end¬ 
less heartbreak.”

Consultation 
over taking 
greens from 
council hands 

BOWLING greens and croquet lawns in 
Stourbridge could be taken out of Dud¬ 
ley council hands and maintained by 
clubs instead, saving the cash-strapped 
authority around £48,000 a year. 

Bosses are to launch a public consul¬ 
tation on whether the greens and lawns 
that are part of The Ernest Stevens 
Trust should be leased to members. 

Council chief say around £48,000 
per year would be saved if leases were 
transferred. It could mean clubs taking 
over the day-to-day running and general 
maintenance of the land. 

Members of The Sons of Rest at Mary 
Stevens Park have objected, saying they 
go against the park’s deed of gift. 

Bowls secretary Roger Wynne said: 
“A legal lease is already in place with 
the deed of gift and its conditions. We 
cannot maintain the greens ourselves as 
we are all senior citizens and most there 
would be the need for chemicals and 
safety equipment and its just something 
we could not take on.” 

The survey also asks whether a re¬ 
striction on ball games in the park on 
Sundays and Good Fridays should be 
lifted. Councillor Hilary Bills, for envi¬ 
ronmental services, said: “We have been 
trying to work with the clubs for two 
years now and we feel that this could be 
the best way for it to work.” 

The two-week consultation will start 
next Monday and run until November 
13. It will be discussed further as part 
Ernest Stevens Trusts Management 
Committee tonight (Thursday) at Dud¬ 
ley Council House.

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Takeaways 
among the 
highest in 
Black Country 

BRIERLEY Hill has among the high¬ 
est amount of takeaways in one ward 
for the whole of the Black Country, 
new figures have revealed. 

The Public Health England figures 
show Brierley Hill has 37 takeaways, 
making it one of the highest for wards 
across the whole West Midlands. 

In total Dudley has 81.7 takeaways 
per 100,000 people, ranking it the 
12th highest out of 30 towns and cit¬ 
ies in the West Midlands. There are 
258 takeaways in the borough. 

Current figures state around 70 
per cent of the city is overweight with 
some 50 per cent not physically active. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member for health and well-being, 
said the council was doing what it 
could to control the mix of restaurants 
in key areas but that it was limited to 
work within a national framework. 

She said: “Dudley Council wants 
our borough residents to benefit from 
eating well and leading an active 
lifestyle which is why we have pro¬ 
duced planning for health guidance 
to reduce the number of hot food 
takeaways opening in close proximity 
to schools and oversubscribed town 
centres. The council endeavours to 
control the retail mix in key areas 
but can only work within the national 
planning framework. 

“Our Dudley Food for Health 
awards also trains and then publicly 
recognises hot food providers offer¬ 
ing healthy alternatives and educates 
businesses on how to promote and 
provide foods that are lower in salt, 
sugar and fat.”

A BLACK Country teenager 
who spends more than five 
hours a day caring for three of 
his family members was nom¬ 
inated for a top award - and 
met the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge ahead of the cere¬ 
mony. 

Alex Griffiths was short¬ 
listed for the BBC Radio 1 
Teen Hero Awards, which 
celebrate the achievements of 
young people across the coun¬ 
try. The ceremony took place 
on Sunday. The 16-year-old 


from Brierley Hill has been a 
carer since he was just five - 
helping his mum, Sharon, who 
has has MS, his grandmother 
Angela, who is a double ampu¬ 
tee and his grandfather Albert, 
who has suffered from a series 
of strokes. 

In between attending school 
and doing his volunteering 
work, he cooks meals, cleans 
the family home, changes 
his granddad’s dressings and 
helps his nan in and out of her 
wheelchair. Alex is a part of 


Spurgeons’ young carers com¬ 
mittee, which helps improve 
the lives of young carers, as 
well as the services available 
to them. He speaks at key local 
events, and at school assem¬ 
blies, and is a keen supporter 
of the MS Society, taking part 
in fundraising activities for 
the charity.

Traders force change 
to town market plans 


TRADERS have forced organisers 
to amend plans for a weekly market 
in Stourbridge. 

LSD Promotions wanted to launch a 
food and craft market on Thursdays, 
which would have involved closing the 
town centre’s two main streets, High 
Street and Market Street, to traffic. 

But the plans were withdrawn after the 
town’s chamber of trade was unhappy about 
the planned road closures. 

The company went back to the drawing 
board and has now revealed plans to move a 
market it already holds twice a month to the 
pedestrianised Lower High Street and Coven¬ 
try Street, and to make it a weekly event each 
Saturday. 

Original plans for the Thursday market were 
unveiled last year. LSD wanted to have stalls 
lining High Street and Market Street in a bid 
to attract more shoppers to the town. But the 
chamber of trade voiced its concerns. 

There were mixed views to the market pro¬ 
posals from traders but some were concerned 
about High Street being out of action to vehi¬ 
cles and the impact that would have on busi¬ 
nesses. 

Discus 

Dermot McGillicuddy, from LSD Promo¬ 
tions, said: “The traders were not opposed to 
the market but they didn’t want High Street 
closed. If we are up by the clock we won’t have 
to close the road. 

“We believe to have a Thursday market we 
would have had to close the road. 

“We want to get the Saturday market run¬ 
ning then maybe we can look again at the 
Thursday market and discuss it again with 
businesses. We will see if it is something we 
can explore again, maybe next year.” 

LSD currently holds a market on the first 
and third Saturday of the month at the top of 
Market Street, near Chicago’s restaurant. It 
now wants to move it to a more prominent lo¬ 
cation as well as make it a weekly event. 

Councillors will decide next Tuesday whether 
to grant consent for the Saturday market on 
Lower High Street and Coventry Street. It will 
feature food, crafts and various other goods. 

The possibility of holding the market on Sat¬ 
urdays instead was floated by some traders and 
Stourbridge MP Margot James earlier this year 
but LSD Promotions initially said it was deter¬ 
mined to stick to its Thursday plan.

I HAD an invitation from a friend to a lec¬ 
ture on the future of literature which would 
make the point that old-fashioned ink and 
paper is dead and the way forward is with 
the internet. The invitation was on a post¬ 
card, in an envelope, with a stamp. 

OH, no! Shock, horror! The annual in¬ 
flation rate is at a two-year high! It has hit 
(wait for it, cue roll on the drums) one per 
cent! Some of us of a certain age were 
unmoved by this week’s panic-stricken 
bleatings of youthful journalists and City 
experts. That’s because we remember 
1975 when inflation hit 25 per cent. We all 
survived. 

THIS week the first of the ‘children’ ar¬ 
rived from the Calais Jungle.

Club to make way for bigger car park 


HALESOWEN Members Club is to 
be demolished so that Lidl on Hagley 
Road can extend its car park. 

The plans to demolish the club 
were approved at Dudley Council’s 
development control committee last 
week after a vote. The demolition is 
going ahead despite concerns over 
the loss of the venue, which dates 
back to the 1950s, as well as worries 
over congestion on Hagley Road. 


The approved application follows a 
previous attempt by the supermarket 
to increase the car park capacity by 
75 spaces, refused in February. The 
proposals were amended with a new 
application instead for 57 parking 
spaces to be created. 

The applicants changed the design 
of the access to address concerns over 
increased traffic and added a pedes¬ 
trian refuge. 


There was praise for the applicants 
from committee member Councillor 
David Stanley, who said: “I am very 
pleased with Lidl. They haven’t gone 
to appeal, they have gone back to 
work on the plans.” 

But Councillor Simon Phipps re¬ 
gretted the loss of a well-established 
meeting place and venue, and warned 
that modifications would not solve 
traffic problems.

Glitz and glamour in charity night 


WORK has started to rebuild fire- 
wrecked restaurant in Wall Heath - as 
bosses confirmed a re-opening date 
for the venue. 

Hickory’s Smokehouse in Kidderminster 
Road was devastated by a blaze in August 
sparked by a fault in a refrigeration unit. 

Signs on railings fencing off the site now warn 
passers-by to keep out as ‘demolition is in pro¬ 
gress’. 

But bosses have explained that ‘minor demo¬ 
lition works’ for the worst affected areas of the 
American style eatery are now under way. 

Rebuilding work is due to start later this year 
with the hope of reopening in July 2017. 

Hickory’s Smokehouse manager Kris Perrin 
said: “We are so excited to be re-building the res¬ 
taurant here in Wall Heath. 

“We have had such an incredible amount of 
support from guests, residents and business col¬ 
leagues in the area they have really given us the 
encouragement to raise from the ashes as it were 
and create a brand new Hickory’s for the whole 
community.” 

The restaurant will be rebuilt, with work due 
to be completed by the middle of next year with a 
re-launch date in July. 

A total of 15 hre crews were called to deal with 
the blaze with around 100 firefighters on the 
scene at its height. 

Firefighters remained on the scene for more 
than 15 hours, while the A449 was closed in both 
directions as a result of the blaze. 

Evacuated 

Guests in 22 rooms at the Kingfisher restau¬ 
rant and hotel complex next door were evacuated, 
while the hre service advised people in the local 
area to keep their windows closed. 

The restaurant only opened in November last 
year, replacing iconic nightspot the Kingfisher 
Club. 

A Hickory’s spokesman said: “The Hickory’s 
Smokehouse team have now confirmed that 
minor demolition works for the worst affected 
areas of the Wall Heath site are now under way, 
in order to allow building work to start in late 
autumn. 

“They are delighted to confirm that due to the 
overwhelming level of support they have received 
from the local area they will be rebuilding the 
restaurant and work is expected to be completed 
by mid-summer 2017 with a proposed re-launch 
date of July.” 

Kingswinford Councillor Dave Tyler said: “It’s 
good news to hear that Hickory’s is planning to 
reopen.”

Man jailed 
for pool 
cue attack 
outside pub 

A FATHER has been jailed for six 
years after attacking a man with a 
pool cue at a pub on New Year’s Eve. 

CCTV played at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court showed how 32-year-old 
Craig Davies, of Hilldene Road, King- 
swinford, snapped a pool cue which he 
then used to repeatedly strike a man. 

The attack at the Lawnswood pub 
on Lawnswood Road, Wordsley, on 
December 31, left the victim with 
wounds to his head. 

Prosecutor Mr Paul Farrow said 
that there were around 100 people in 
the pub celebrating New Year when, 
at about 10.40pm, the victim walked 
outside to have a cigarette. 

“He can remember being outside 
for 10 minutes, but then he can’t re¬ 
member anything until he was being 
treated by paramedics,” said Mr Far¬ 
row. In a statement, the victim said 
that as a result he initially had diffi¬ 
culty hearing and had been scared to 
go outside. 

Although Davies initially gave a 
‘no comment’ interview, he later 
pleaded guilty to both wounding with 
intent and possession of an offensive 
weapon. The CCTV showed the de¬ 
fendant breaking the snooker cue and 
heading outside. 

For Davies, Miss Nicole Steers said 
he had no history of violent behav¬ 
iour. She said: “Something happened 
between the complainant and his 
(Davies’) sister. He lost his temper 
and responded in the way he did.” 

He was also given 12 months to run 
concurrently with the other sentence 
for possession of an offensive weapon.

FREE boat trips into the canal tun¬ 
nels and mines under Dudley’s Castle 
Hill are being offered on Saturday, 
November 5. 

Dudley Canal and Tunnel Trust 
will be running the 30-minute trips as 
part of its first Festival of Light, sup¬ 
ported by the Celebrate programme of 
the Big Lottery Fund.

Booking is not required and tickets 
will not be sold in advance with boats 
filling on a first-come, first-served 
basis.

Victim shocked as pervert flees country 


ONE of the victims of a perverted Black Country 
religious leader is worried that he will assault more 
children after fleeing the country. 

Paedophile Hafiz Rahman, 58. was found guilty of 
five charges of indecent assault at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court earlier this month. 

But after the jury found him guilty in his absence, 
as he claimed he was too ill to attend court, per¬ 
verted Rahman boarded a flight to Bangladesh to 
avoid being sentenced. 

Rahman was the imam at Queens Cross mosque in 
Cradley Heath. He was convicted of crimes against 
the girls in the 1980s, when he was supposed to be 
giving them religious instruction. 

One of his victims, who was under 10 at the time 


she was preyed upon, says she is ‘angry and frus¬ 
trated’ by Rahman’s escape from justice. 

Speaking at her semi-detached home in the West 
Midlands, the mother-of-one - who uses the pen 
name Nabila Sharma - said her relief at Rahman’s 
conviction was followed by shock at his escape. 

Warned 

“When I heard he was guilty it was as if a huge 
weight had been lifted off my shoulders. The fact 
that those 12 jurors believed me and it only took 20 
minutes for them to decide shows I was right,” she 
said. But Ms Sharma was shocked that Rahman had 
been able to travel to Bangladesh, adding that she 
had warned police he would run away. 


“I was actually surprised he came to court as I 
thought he would’ve done a runner a long time ago. 
When I heard he had actually done it I was just in 
shock. I don’t know why his passport was given back 
to him. 

“I feel like it’s been a waste of time and my worry 
is he could do this again now, in another country.” 

Rahman, of Ballard Road, Netherton, sexually as¬ 
saulted two girls at the mosque in a string of attacks 
in the 1980s. The victims, aged under 10 at the time, 
had gone to the mosque for religious studies. 

Rahman was found guilty of five out of seven 
charges of indecent assault. He was cleared of two. 
He will be sentenced on November 3, in person or 
in his absence. 


Councillors reject sports 
ground parking proposal 


A CONTROVERSIAL plan to create 
a new car park at a sports ground 
in Stourbridge has been thrown out 
due to fears over traffic and safety. 

The proposal for the King Edward VI 
playing fields in Oldswinford had looked 
set to go ahead after being backed by 
planning officers, but was turned down 
by councillors who were not satisfied with 
the plans. 

The scheme, put forward by trustees of the 
King Edward VI College, would have seen 15 
parking spaces created to serve its playing 
fields. But it led to a backlash from nearby res¬ 
idents who feared vehicles pulling in and out of 
the car park on Oakleigh Road could create a 
hazard on what they believe is already a dan¬ 
gerous junction with Love Lane. 

A total of 534 people signed a petition against 
the proposals while 70 letters of objection were 
also lodged with the council. They claimed 
there have been a number of near misses 
on the road and that drivers often break the 
30mph speed limit. Concerns were also raised 
about the potential for an increase in on-street 
parking. 

Officers at Dudley Council suggested that 
creation of the car park would not impact on 
road safety and recommended approval. 

Unanimously 

But councillors disagreed and unanimously 
voted to reject the proposals. 

Councillor Paul Bradley, from the commit¬ 
tee, said allowing the plan to go ahead would 
have been ‘unfair’ on residents. 

He added: “We had a site visit, which always 
tells us more than looking at the plans on a 
screen. We could see the geography of it. 

“If the car park was on that side of the play¬ 
ing fields all the cars would end up on Oakleigh 
Road and Love Lane. It was only 15 spaces so it 
would have filled up quite quickly. Lots of cars 
would end up parking on the road. It would 
have been detrimental. It was ill thought out.” 

Councillor Heather Rogers said she hoped 
residents and trustees could reach an agree¬ 
ment over the fields and believes it would be 
more suitable to create an entrance on Swin- 
ford Road and more parking spaces by moving 
the football pitches. 

She added: “The access from Oakleigh Road 
would have been extremely dangerous. The 
issue can be resolved if the trustees and resi¬ 
dents get together and have a chat about it.” 


Shock at trail of dumped rubbish 



THIS is not an official rubbish 
dump or landfill site but open land 
in the heart of the Black Coun¬ 
try where an incredible amount 
of rubbish has been dumped by 
fly-tippers. 

The trail of rubbish extends for 
dozens of metres at Turner’s Hill 
in Rowley Regis. 

The piles of rubbish at the site, 
off Portway Hill, is just a short 
distance from the huge phone 
mast. 


The scale of the mess has out¬ 
raged people in the area. 

A stunned Councillor Maria 
Crompton said: “It’s absolutely 
disgusting. If it was brought in 
a lorry or van it must have been 
several lots 

Clean-up 

“Somebody must have seen 
something. If anyone did, I hope 
they will come forward.” 


The clean-up process has been 
made complicated as it is not clear 
who owns the site, although the 
land is thought to be owned by 
telecoms giant BT. 

Councillor Crompton said it was 
the worst example of fly-tipping 
she had ever seen and it is unclear 
how long it will take to be cleared. 

Councillor Crompton added: 
“Environmental Health and the 
security people have been in¬ 
formed.”

£4m - city’s most 
expensive home 



Seven-bedroom estate with luxury garden building in a leafy suburb will boast a gym and squash court among the many facilities 


The cost of this mansion will 
beat the previous record by 
half a million pounds, as 
JAMIE BRASSINGTON reports 


PLANS to build a £4 million man¬ 
sion have been given the green 
light by planners - which will make 
it the most expensive residential 
property to ever go on the city’s 
property market. 

The seven-bedroom estate in Edgbas- 
ton will feature a swimming pool, steam 
room, hot tub, sauna, gym and a squash 
court. 

Birmingham City Council has given develop¬ 
ers Woodbourne Group the go-ahead to start 
work on the 46 Westfield Road property. 

It will be in 0.75 acres of land in the leafy 
suburb. The mansion has been given an esti¬ 
mated value of almost £4.1million. This beats 
the previous record in the city by half a mil¬ 
lion pounds, which was a property located in 4 
Woodbourne Road. 

Cinema 

The new house will boast 10 bathrooms, 
seven of which will be en suite. It will also fea¬ 
ture a drawing room, reception room, family 
room, dining room, a kitchen diner, dedicated 
laundry room, utility rooms, cloak store, an 
entrance hall and a tandem garage. 

Buyers will also be able to enjoy a cinema, 
table tennis and snooker room and a luxury 
garden building. 

The mansion is due to be completed by early 
2018. The start of its development marks the 
first stage in a £31.7million-pound pipeline for 
Woodbourne Group since the relaunch of its 
development arm earlier this year. 

Woodbourne Group’s new expansion plan 
is being spearheaded by 24-year-old entrepre¬ 
neur, Tani Dulay, who said: “We’re very ex¬ 
cited to get this project in motion. 

“As a family business that is committed 
to the region, delivering exceptional service, 


backed by quality and design is crucial. Num¬ 
ber 46 Westfield Road, whilst a significant pro¬ 
ject in it’s own right, is just a small step in the 
right direction for the company. 

“Experience across the board culminated 
with our start-up mentality positions us well 
to deliver in a post-Brexit landscape. 

“The UK still has the foundations for a 
boom in house building and we remain com¬ 
mitted to meeting these needs.” 

Detailed illustrations for the property show 
how the inside would look. 

Both the interior and exterior of the build¬ 
ing have been recreated using computer-gen¬ 
erated imagery, or CGI. One picture shows 


a white hallway with gleaming marble floors 
with wooden doors and golden decor. 

Another shows an image of the swimming 
pool area and a spacious relaxation area with 
white-coloured furniture. The front and rear 
of the mansion has also been illustrated, which 
shows a sprawling back garden. 

Affluent 

The suburb of Edgbaston has been tradi¬ 
tionally seen as one of the most upmarket and 
affluent areas of Birmingham. 

A family called the Gough-Calthorpe’s con¬ 
trolled the area in the 1800s where they re¬ 
fused factories or warehouses to be built there, 


which made it popular with the middle classes. 
This year, a multi-million-pound mansion in 
Edgbaston was sold for £2,200,000. 

The property, called Aldorham, located at 37 
Richmond Hill Road, was bought for the six 
figure sum in February. It was sold by estate 
agents Fine and Country. 

The 19th century home boasts eight bed¬ 
rooms and lavish gardens. A mansion, which 
was thought to have been the home of former 
Aston Villa manager Paul Lambert, was the 
most expensive to be sold in Birmingham last 
year. 

The property in Sutton Coldfield was sold 
for £2,600,000.

Barbara is the author of 
John Corbett - Pillar of Salt 
1817-1901. She intends to 
do a revised version, adding 
new or revised information 
about Corbett’s life. Next 
year marks the 200th year 
since his birth. 

Born to Joseph and Han¬ 
nah (nee Cole) in 1817 in 
Brierley Hill, Corbett was a 
local man made good. 

While in Paris in 1855, 
Corbett met an Irishman, 
John O’Meara, who was 
married to a French woman 
and had two daughters. 
Anna Eliza was the young¬ 
est daughter and he married 
her within a year of meet¬ 
ing her and they had six 
children together. Corbett 
spent a fortune building an 
impressive house for Anna 
who missed Parisian life 
and this remains today as 
the Chateau Impney. 

Corbett became increas¬ 
ingly involved in politics as 
a Liberal candidate and was 
elected in 1874 as MP for 
Droitwich. 

Corbett was a rich, re¬ 
spected philanthropist who 
generously gave money to 
local causes - Amblecote and 
surrounding villages bene¬ 
fited in 1892 from him buy¬ 
ing The Hill estate which 
had stood empty and dilap¬ 
idated for some years, along 
with its 30 acres of grounds 
for £6,500. And after adding 
a further £5,000 to restore 
and convert the buildings 
it became the Corbett Hos¬ 
pital.

Generous help for cancer 
victim after mugging 


A GOOD Samaritan has 
handed over hundreds of 
pounds in donations to a 
terminal cancer patient who 
was mugged of his pension 
in broad daylight. 

Seventy-eight-year-old Roy 
Weston was robbed in Brierley 
Hill after picking up his and his 
wife Maureen’s weekly pension 
from the post office at around 
9.20am on September 12. 

Last year grandfather Mr Weston 
was diagnosed with terminal prostate 
cancer, and the disease has spread 
to his bones. And, when a man and 
woman pounced on him outside Pepe’s 
hairdressers in the High Street, he was 
unable to fight back. 

Tripled 

After the mugging was reported, 
readers offered to make donations and 
a crowdfunding page was set up by fel¬ 
low cancer sufferer David Webb. 

He had hoped to raise £200, but has 
more than tripled this by collecting 
£600.50. 

Mr Webb who was born and raised 
in Tipton, but did not know the couple 
beforehand, said: “Fve just survived 
lung cancer myself, with surgery on 
two thirds of my right lung. 

“I was shocked when I read about 
what happened to Roy, and he is of 
course terminal, poor guy. 

“It was suggested on Facebook that 
a JustGiving page should be set up for 
him, and I knew what I was doing hav¬ 
ing raised £1,500 for cancer research 
when I was diagnosed. 

“We’ve managed to raise £600.50 for 
him, and I’m very moved to see every¬ 
one’s generosity in putting their hands 
in their pockets.”

A Transport for West Midlands 
spokesman said: “Using public money 
to provide bus services that private 
companies cannot run for commer¬ 
cial reasons is important in making 
sure that people can properly access 
employment, education and leisure 
opportunities. However, in order to 
protect the public purse we have strict 
criteria that need to be met in order to 
justify using taxpayers’ money.

pharmacy 
funding cut 


BLACK Country Labour MPs are backing a 
campaign opposing a Government plan to 
cut the budget for chemists - potentially put¬ 
ting 653 West Midlands pharmacies at risk. 

Talks about a new package of funding for commu¬ 
nity pharmacies have fallen apart. 

The Government is set to push through a funding cut 
that could force thousands of chemists to close across the 


country, according to Dud¬ 
ley North Labour MP Ian 
Austin. 

He said the Government’s 
initial plan to cut £170 mil¬ 
lion from the community 
pharmacy budget - a six per 
cent reduction - has been put 
on hold after pressure from 
campaigners. 

But a new round of dam¬ 
aging cuts could now be im¬ 
posed. 

Estimates showed that 
the £170m cut could have 
meant up to 3,000 commu¬ 
nity pharmacies - that’s one 
in four nationwide - closing 
down. 

Across Birmingham and 
the Black Country 653 com¬ 
munity pharmacies serving 
2.5 million people could be 
put at risk as a result of the 
funding cuts. 

Bad 

Mr Austin said: “The 
Government should drop 
their damaging plan to cut 
community pharmacies and 
get back around the negoti¬ 
ating table. 

“Cutting community 
pharmacies would be bad 
for our local community 
as many people, including 
young families and elderly 
people rely on them for free 
medical advice and prescrip¬ 
tion medicine. 

“The Government’s plan 
is also a false economy for 
the NHS, because commu¬ 
nity pharmacies save the 
NHS money. 

“Cutting them will only 
add more costs in the long 
run,” he added.

think again urgently before 
it is too late.” 

Wolverhampton North 
East MP Emma Reynolds 
has lent her support to the 
campaign. 

In Parliament she asked 
Health Minister David 
Mowat directly: “How many 
pharmacies will close as a 
result of these cuts?” The 
minister responded that it 
was very difficult to predict. 

He said: “We do not be¬ 
lieve that any community 
pharmacies will necessarily 
close as a result of these 
cuts. 

“That will depend on a 
number of factors. It de¬ 
pends on the margin they 
make from their pharmacy 
activities and on the addi¬ 
tional margin they make 
from their retail activities. 

“Given that 65 per cent of 
all pharmacies are owned by 
public companies or private 
equity, it depends on the 
position those organisations 
take to their businesses. 

“That is very hard to pre¬ 
dict.” 

Ms Reynolds said after¬ 
wards: “I am very concerned 
that the Minister was una¬ 
ble to give a straight answer 
to a straight question.” 

The minister has said the 
Government had decided 
that the current system was 
not the best use of NHS re¬ 
sources. 

“Far from jeopardising 
services, our modernisation 
package will help improve 
them,” added Mr Mowat.

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Murder suspect's cell 
death ruled as suicide

Van driver collides with tree 


AN inquest jury has conclud¬ 
ed the death of suspected 
double murderer Leo Barnes 
was suicide. 

Barnes, aged 33, from Birmingham, 
was found hanging in his cell at HMP 
Hewell in Redditch in January 2015. 
At the time, he was on trial at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

Barnes was accused of battering 
80-year-old grandmother Cynthia 
Beamond to death with a saucepan at 
her Halesowen home, and then killing 
67-year-old Philip Silverstone with 
a car jack at his flat in Belsize Park, 
London. He had denied both murders. 

Following the five-day inquest at 
Worcestershire Coroner’s Court in 
Stourport, the jury returned a conclu¬ 
sion that his death was suicide. 

Appear 

Barnes was found hanging in his cell 
at about 6.05am on Sunday, January 
25. On the Friday before, he had been 
due to be cross-examined by prosecu¬ 
tors, but didn’t appear in court after 
complaining of feeling ill. 

During the inquest before Coro¬ 
ner Geraint Williams, a member of 
Barnes’ defence counsel, Joseph Kot- 
rie-Monson, said he had told him he 
wanted to take his own life. 

However senior custody officer 
at the crown court, Marie Dance of 
prison transportation and custody 
company GeoAmey, said Barnes was 
asked ‘on every day’ about his mental 
state. She said: “I spoke to Mr Barnes 
and he stated to myself that he had no 
thoughts or issues at present.” 

Forensic psychatrist Dr Dinesh 
Maganty said: “With others who are 
depressed it is much more straight 
forward. We can see there is certain 
behaviour, they can’t hide the symp¬ 
toms, they can’t hide the difficulties. 
That would not be the case with Mr 
Barnes. He could hide his symptoms.” 


A MAN was taken to hospital when 
a van overturned after colliding with 
a tree. The van was left on its side 
following the crash on Brettell Lane 
in Amblecote on Sunday at around 
1.30pm. 

The driver was helped out of the 
vehicle by people at the scene before 
emergency services arrived. He suf¬ 
fered cuts and bruises and was taken 
to Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

Firefighters made sure the vehicle 
was safe and tipped it back into its 


wheels. Glass and other debris was 
left scattered over the road following 
the crash. 

Watch Commander Paul Martin, 
from Brierley Hill Fire Station, said: 
“The van hit a tree. The driver was 
helped out of the vehicle by locals be¬ 
fore we got there.” 

It was the latest serious crash to 
happen on Brettell Lane. Motorcyclist 
Elliott Beddow, aged 20, was killed 
after coming off his Harley Davidson 
last month.

An inn-spectre calls as pub 
licensee serves up spirits 



STAFF at a Dudley pub have 
been spooked by a mysterious 
cleaning ghost. 

Footage has been released on the 
Facebook page of the Chapel House, 
in Ruiton Street, of what appears to 
be ghostly movements of a mop and a 
wet floor A-board sign. 

It initially seems to innocently shows 
licensee Katie Ann Round set up the 
A-board and the mop in a back room, be¬ 
fore walking around the room to calling for 
her fiance Ben Parkes. 

As she leaves the room, the A-board ap¬ 
pears to move and fold itself neatly on the 
floor. Then, as Ben enters the shot, the 
mop in the corner of the room is propelled 
across a table. 

The footage was filmed at the start of the 
month, when Katie, aged 31, of Tividale, 
was at the back of the pub cleaning. 

Kitchen 

Katie said: “I was cleaning up at the end 
of the night and heard something in the 
kitchen, I went out to look and couldn’t see 
anything so I thought my other half was 
pulling my leg.” 

Ben, aged 35, also of Tividale, said: “I 
was cleaning the bar at the time and Katie 
called me so I went round the back and 
that’s when I saw the mop move.” 

Katie added: “He jumped out of his skin. 
When we looked at the footage later, we 
couldn’t believe it.” 

The footage could be the work of a hoaxer, 
though staff maintain the spook encounter 
was real. 

The previous Friday a glass on a shelf 
above the bar propelled off and hit Ben hard 


in the chest, he said. Regular Brian Bate, 
aged 68, who has been coming into the pub 
for the last 40 years, saw what happened on 
that occasion. 

He said: “It was really weird. It wasn’t 
like the glass just fell off, it flew off. 

“Ben was standing by the fridge when it 
happened, so it flew at him quite a way.” 

Ben and Katie researched the pub, which 


they took over nine weeks ago, after the 
first ghostly encounter. 

“It turns out” Ben said, “that the cellar 
at the pub, and the arches in the cellar were 
barred and used as overflow cells for the 
nearby police station. 

“Before the local chapel was built too, the 
pub was were the congregation met every 
Sunday.

“Sometimes, when you’re upstairs too, 
you can hear footsteps coming up the stairs 
and onto the landing, but then they just 
stop.” 

But the ghastly goings on haven’t put 
Katie off. 

“I think it gives the place a bit of charac¬ 
ter” she said. “And I think ours is a friendly 
ghost!”

Mr Chapman punched Maiden first - but 
she attacked him with the scissors as he went 
to leave their home, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. He was left with scratches down 


his back, prosecutor Helen Chamberlin said. 
Maiden, aged 25, said she had no recollection of 
hurting him in that way. 

They had been out celebrating after Mr Chap¬ 
man was given an award for entertaining at a 
Mecca Bingo hall. But an argument flared in 
their bedroom. 

Maiden said it was over a phone but Mr Chap¬ 
man told police it was over a comment she had 
made about his award. 

The court was told the couple has ‘now very 
much reconciled’ and, in an unusual move, 
Judge James Burbidge QC invited Mr Chapman 


to give his view before he sentenced Maiden. Mr 
Chapman said what Maiden did was out of char¬ 
acter and that she was getting help to deal with 
mental health issues. 

The court was told she has seven convictions 
for 16 offences, which include dishonesty, crimi¬ 
nal damage and traffic offences. He also told the 
court that he had sought to retract his complaint 
over Maiden’s behaviour a week later. 

Maiden was given a jail term of four months, 
suspended for 18 months. She will also need to 
undertake a 30-day rehabilitation activity re¬ 
quirement over 12 months.

RSPCA inspector Dawn Burrell went 
along to collect the spur thigh tortoise, be¬ 
lieved to be aged around one, and took him 
to a nearby specialist exotic vet. 

She said: “Dogs and cats often bring in 
rather random things for their owners but 
I think this gentleman had a bit of a shock 
when his pet brought in a tiny tortoise. 

“He knocked on his neighbours’ doors to 
see if anyone owned a tortoise or was miss¬ 
ing one but had no luck so he popped the 
little one in a shoebox and called us. 

“The tortoise - now named Terry - is 
being cared for at the veterinary practice 
and is doing well. But we still don’t know 


where Terry came from so if anyone recog¬ 
nises him or thinks they may have lost a 
little tortoise then we’d urge them to get in 
touch with us on 0300 123 8018. 

“If Terry hasn’t escaped then it may be 
that someone has abandoned him,” Dawn 
added. “The RSPCA is seeing a growing 
number of exotic animals, like tortoises, 
being abandoned because they are too much 
of a commitment for some people. 

“They need a specific environment with 
a temperature gradient at the correct level 
for the species in order to be healthy and 
a lot of people don’t realise what they are 
taking on. We would urge any prospective 
buyers to do their research of the particular 
species before getting an exotic pet.” 

Should no one come forward to claim 
Terry, a member of staff at the veterinary 
practice has already offered him a home. 


Better results, but 
school will still shut 

A SCHOOL due to close next year recorded the second 
most improved exam results in the Dudley borough - de¬ 
spite council bosses saying they had ‘no alternative’ but 
to shut it.

Great name started 
life making pedals 


ONE of the great names in 
British motorcycle engine 
production, Villiers Engi¬ 
neering, started life mak¬ 
ing cycle pedals. 

In 1898 John Marston was 
dissatisfied with the pedals he 
was fitting to his Sunbeam bi¬ 
cycles. He despatched his son, 
Charles to America, on a sales 
trip and to visit Pratt & Whit¬ 
ney in Connetticut, to obtain 
rights to their superior pedals. 

On his return a small japan¬ 
ning business in Villiers Street 
was bought, and turned over 
to pedal manufacture, supply¬ 
ing other makers besides Sun¬ 
beam. In 1920, the new compa¬ 
ny was sold outright to Charles 
Marston, and in the same year 
they developed the first free-

wheel, soon to be wanted by all 
cycle makers. 

In 1912 the company made 
its first engines, a 4-stroke 
350cc and a 2-stroke 269cc, 
and this soon became the main 
part of Villiers’ business, sup¬ 
plying engines for motorcycles, 
generators and many other 
purposes. 

In World War Two, they not 
only continued supplying their 
engines for military applica¬ 
tions, like generating sets and 
powerful chainsaws, but made 
thousands of shell fuses. 

After the war they carried 
on making a variety of en¬ 


gines, the two millionth being 
made in 1956. In the early 60s 
the company was taken over 
by Manganese Bronze and in 
1966 merged with AMC to be¬ 
come Norton-Villiers, which in 
turn merged with BSA in 1972 
to be come Norton-Villiers-Tri- 
umph, in a desperate attempt 
to save the British motorcycle 
industry fighting a losing bat¬ 
tle with Japanese imports. 

Norton Commando motor¬ 
cycles were even made at the 
Marston Road works, but it 
was not to be and the company 
went into liquidation in 1978. 
At the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre there are Villi¬ 
ers engines on display, and oth¬ 
ers awaiting restoration. Help 
from volunteers is sought.

Driver admits 
causing death 
of passenger 


A DRIVER has admitted causing the 
death of his passenger after the car 
they were in smashed through a 
garden wall in Dudley. 

Timothy Pearson, aged 23, was killed 
when a Nissan Skyline driven by Jamie 
Wharton left the road and careered into 
a garden in St Peter’s Road, Netherton. 

Wharton pleaded guilty at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court to causing death by careless or 
inconsiderate driving. The 31-year-old, of Birch 
Coppice, Quarry Bank, had been due to stand 
trial on a charge of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving but the Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice agreed to accept a guilty plea to the lesser 
charge. 

The court heard the pair were in the car to¬ 
gether on the evening of June 3, 2014, when 
it left the road in wet conditions. The Nissan 


skidded sideways off the road in a ‘crab-like’ 
movement. Mr Pearson, from Quarry Bank, 
was pronounced dead at the scene. Wharton 
was injured but has made a full recovery. 

Wharton, who was dressed in a dark suit 
and white shirt, showed no emotion during the 
hearing and spoke only to confirm his guilty 
plea as family and friends of Mr Pearson looked 
on from a packed public gallery. 

Prosecuting, Miss Sally Hancox, said the wet 
surface and that the car had moved sideways 
made it difficult to determine how fast it had 
been going. But she said it was the prosecu¬ 
tion’s case that Wharton’s driving fell ‘not far 
short of dangerous driving’. 

Judge John Wait said: “Loss of life is not 
something which just happened in June 2014 
but continues to affect many lives now. 

“That person who lost their life now more 
than two years ago is irreplaceable to those 
who lost him.”

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Exhibition fires quest to 
solve knights’ mystery 


A NEW exhibition explor¬ 
ing the mystery behind the 
Bilston Knight has been 
launched. 

With unknown designers and 
vague theories about their ori¬ 
gins, the knights have become 
a unique and mysterious export 
from the region. 

The small cast iron hearth furni¬ 
ture decorative pieces started popping 
up in the 1930s. The fireside compan¬ 
ion set comprised a medieval knight 
with three hooks on its back to hold 
a shovel, brush and tongs, as well as a 
hinged helmet giving access to a poker. 

The companion sets did not come 
with markers on them, leaving in¬ 
formed guess work to figure out which 
firms cast the iron. 

Emerged 

However, similarities between Bil¬ 
ston firm Canon’s gas fires and fire¬ 
side companion sets emerged around 
the time locals started calling them 
Bilston Knights. The firms behind the 
creations are believed to have included 
Bilston Foundries and Cannon in Bil¬ 
ston, Chatwin’s in Tipton, and Fryer’s, 
Shaw’s and Harper’s in Willenhall. 

Paul Quigley, Curator of History 
and Local Studies at Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery, said: “There’s been a bit 
of a mystery surrounding these very 
popular sets. People who have seen the 
exhibition have recalled their grand¬ 
mother having similar sets. 

“It seems the knights were very pop¬ 
ular at the time when coal fires were 
still used. 

“Now there is a nostalgic element 
that attracts people to these. They’re 
also symbolic of trades with the iron 
production and enameling associated 
with the area.” 

Once each item had been designed 
a wooden version was made by a pat-

tern maker. A molten cast iron was 
then poured into the mould and after 
cooling it was broken with the casting 
removed. 

From there the knights were 
sprayed with an enamel slurry. 

Most of the designs were of knights, 
although other designs included the 
crinoline lady, Mr Punch, Mr Pick¬ 
wick and various animals. The knights

highlight Bilston’s rich history in pro¬ 
ducing cast iron and enamelling, with 
Bilston enamels becoming synony¬ 
mous with decorative enamels. 

The Quest for the Bilston Knights, 
which will remain open at Bilston 
Craft Club until January, is an at¬ 
tempt to piece some of the scant 
knowledge on offer into an exhibition 
for the first time.

TOM Chaplin is feeling epic 
on his debut solo album The 
Wave. 

Constantly returning to an aquatic 
theme, these songs will please fans of 
his band Keane with crowd-pleasing 
choruses and anthemic grandeur. But 
he is also good on the piano-led bal¬ 
lads. 

Key tracks include The River, Still 
Waiting, Quicksand and Hardened 
Heart, the latter about defeating his 
personal demons. There is a melan¬ 
cholic feel to the album but the songs 
are also uplifting, and his vocals soar. 

His Brum Glee Club gig on Sunday is 
sold out. His next could be at an arena 
if this catches the ears of U2 and Bran¬ 
don Flowers’ fans. 

Seasick Steve is in fine form on 
his eighth album, Keepin’ The Horse 
Between Me And The Ground. The 
double CD features 20 songs ranging 
from raw blues stomps to wistful hobo 
laments with a little country and rock 
too. 

Highlights include Hell, which recy¬ 
cles the Spirit In The Sky riff as Steve 
decides where to send all the politi¬ 
cians and bankers; the poignant Ship¬ 
wreck Love; plus some heartfelt covers 
of Gentle On My Mind, Everybody’s 
Takin’, Love’s Signed DC and Hank 
Williams’ I’m So Lonesome. 

The end of a relationship has in¬ 
spired many albums so its refresh¬ 
ing that Jack Savoretti on his latest, 
Sleep No More, sings about staying 
together through the difficult times 
that all couples at some time face. The 
singer-songwriter’s velvet on sandpa¬ 
per voice is appealing, as are these 
restless songs that he describes as ‘a 
love letter to my wife’. 

He recorded each song in a day in 



New wave - Tom Chaplin on the road 


a bid to capture the emotion and it 
has worked, an essential rawness not 
overpowered by lush touches like the 
strings on We Are Bound. Other high¬ 
lights include the gently rocking When 
We Were Lovers, the heartfelt I’m 
Yours, the soaring Troubled Souls and 
the title song with it’s Ennio Morricone 
movie theme feel. 

Savoretti made his name with his last 
album Written in Scars but has sur¬ 
passed it with Sleep No More. He is in 
concert at Birmingham 02 Institute on 
Thursday, November 3. 

Rebecca Ferguson is one of the 
best singers discovered by The X Fac¬ 
tor but I feared for her career when her 
last album took the redundant step of 
covering the Billie Holiday songbook, 
due to the similarity in their smoky 
vocals. New album Superwoman re¬ 
invents the Liverpudlian songstress as 
a soul singer, albeit one with her own 


distinctive phrasing and vulnerable 
emotive style. 

Bones, the opening song and single, 
swells nicely and there are retro nods 
(a hint of Motown on Don’t Want You 
Back and Stax on the title song). Even 
so-so power ballads are elevated into 
something special when showcasing 
Ferguson’s tender-tough vocal. Re¬ 
becca Ferguson is in concert at Bir¬ 
mingham Symphony Hall on Wednes¬ 
day, November 2. 

Broadway star Idina Menzel, best 
known for belting out Defying Gravity 
and Frozen’s Let It Go, turns to pow¬ 
er ballads - the closest pop genre to 
showtunes - for her fifth solo album, 
idina. 

None of the 12 original songs are 
likely to set the charts aflame but on 
Queen Of Swords she shows that she 
is a match for such divas as Celine 
Dion. Her voice is at its most interest¬ 
ing on a (relatively) restrained song like 
I See You, though even then a show¬ 
stopping finale can’t be resisted. 

New York synth duo Phantogram 
are on the cusp of the big time with 
album Three and key track You Don’t 
Get Me High Anymore, sounding like 
Lana Del Rey given a dubstep revamp. 
With a sound that ranges from Mercury 
Rev-like indie quirk to twitchy Skrillex- 
ish arrangements, Sarah Barthel and 
Josh Carter are an intriguing musical 
partnership who could appeal to fans 
of Sia and Halsey thanks to the blend 
of electronica with Barthel’s alto vocal. 

Australian oufit Jagwar Ma conjure 
up a glorious blend of psychedelic pop 
and dance music that harks back to the 
heyday of The Stone Roses and Primal 
Scream on their second album, Every 
Now & Then, whilst fellow Aussies 
Tame Impala are also brought to mind. 

Highlights include the jangling gui¬ 
tars and propulsive synths of Say What 
You Feel, which morphs into a cousin 
of Chris Brown’s Beautiful People, and 
the Fatboy Slim-like Give Me A Rea¬ 
son.

“I used to do them for the house but now I get 
so many people asking me for them I don’t really 
get the time. 


“I am going to try and get some out on the 
garden again this year though.” 

Remarkably Mr Patel originally made a name 
for himself using rudimentary spoons until he 
decided to take things a bit more seriously a cou¬ 
ple of years ago by purchasing a German-man¬ 
ufactured set specifically for carving pumpkins 
which is sold in America setting him back around 
£150. 

Although with some of his pumpkins shifting 
for around £75 each it has proved to be a worth¬ 
while investment.

Homes and 
retail bid in 
landmark 
masterplan 


UP to 200 new homes, retail facilities, a gym 
and restaurants make up ambitious plans for 
a new development in Dudley 

The proposals on the vacant site of Ibstock Brick 
Ltd off Stallings Lane, Kingswinford, are described 
as a ‘landmark development’ in the application sub¬ 
mitted to Dudley Council. 

In addition to the construction of up to 200 dwellings, 


the indicative masterplan 
sets out 7,205 sq m of retail 
space, 700 sq m for gym and 
leisure facilities, and a fam¬ 
ily pub or restaurant span¬ 
ning 590 sq m. 

The application for 
the development called 
‘Tansey Green’, has been 
made by Ibstock Brick and 
Hawkins, on the site which 
was formerly used for clay 
extraction and brick manu¬ 
facturing. 

Integrated 

The 18.8 acre site is 
bounded by Stallings Lane, 
the B4175, to the south, on 
the opposite site of which is 
the Pensnett Trading Es¬ 
tate. It is close to the Himley 
View residential develop¬ 
ment, which comprises ap¬ 
proximately 335 dwellings. 

The ‘Tansey Green’ devel¬ 
opers state: “The proposed 
indicative scheme master- 
plan has been developed to 
provide a landmark devel¬ 
opment, integrated with the 
surrounding area”. 

Kingswinford North and 
Wall Heath ward Councillor 
Dave Tyler, said: “It is what 
we need as we look to regen¬ 
erate the area. Kingswin¬ 
ford is extremely popular 
with families but we need 
new homes and facilities for

them. We need facilities to 
be in place that support the 
community.” 

In their design and ac¬ 
cess statement submitted to 
the council, the applicants 
say the development would 
‘significantly boost supply 
of housing within an area 
where there is currently a 
shortfall’. They add that it 
will also provide employ¬ 
ment. 

The developers add: 
“Tansey Green represents 
a significant opportunity 
to deliver a mixed use de¬ 
velopment which responds 
to local retail, leisure and 
housing needs. 

“The scheme builds on 
the consideration of neigh¬ 
bouring developments such 
as the proposed extension of 
the Pensnett Trading Estate 
with its associated indus¬ 
trial and commercial uses, 
as well as the neighbouring 
Himley View residential de¬ 
velopment of approximately 
335 new dwellings. A11 of 
which help establish the 
principle and acceptability 
of development on this land, 
the scale and massing of de¬ 
velopment on the site and 
the means of access.”

3 IT’S barely dawn and I’m bleary- 
k eyed and carrying a yoga mat to- 
0 wards the ocean. 

— The 6.15am wake-up call suddenly feels 
■S less brutal, however, when minutes later, 
§ I’m breathing through a sun salutation 
£ with rolling waves as the live soundtrack. 
“ “Listen to the ocean and feel the sunbeams 
" on your face,” our yoga instructor Jordan says 
>» soothingly, as we hover in tree poses. 

Balancing barefoot on the sands of Hunting¬ 
'S ton Beach, I quickly discover life pretty much 
3 revolves around the ocean here, and little won- 
O der. .. 

Dubbed Surf City USA, the uninterrupted 
stretch of golden coastline feels a million miles 
away from the Hollywood hustle (more of that 
later). Think technicolour surf shops on every 
corner, the wetsuit uniform as standard, ath¬ 
letic bods cycling/rollerblading/running past, 
giant boards tucked under their arms. 

Huntington plays host to some 90 surf tour¬ 
naments year-round, including the world-fa¬ 
mous US Open. Scanning the event calendar, 
I’m devastated I’ll narrowly miss out on seeing 
four-legged wave pros in action during the an¬ 
nual Surf City Surf Dog contest. Winning cate¬ 
gories include ‘Best Wipeout’ and ‘Best Crowd 
Pleaser’. 

Not wanting to be trumped by pooches, we 
balance on boards the easier way, with stand-up 
paddleboarding (SUP) lessons at Hunting- 
ton Harbour, where the water’s tranquil and 
flanked by glossy waterfront houses and yachts. 

It’s a family-orientated spot, where children 
as young as four are on the water navigating 
mini kayaks and surfboards. Our surf-meets- 
canoe activity is led by local pro-surfer Rocky 
McKinnon. Within seconds he’s assessed the 
board and paddle each of us should use based on 
our height, build and skill level: “Beginners are 
better suited to wider, longer boards for stabil¬ 
ity,” he tells me, sensing my fear. Rocky shows 
us how to glide forwards, turn and stop with 
minimum wobble, until we feel like SUP pros 
after just 45 minutes on water. At Huntington 
Beach, it doesn’t feel like people are working

out for a red carpet appearance; it’s more out- 
doorsy and raw - and it’s infectious. Instead 
of reading by the pool (my usual favourite pas¬ 
time), I hire a bike instead. 

I cycle along the paved boardwalk from my 
beachfront Hyatt Regency hotel to neighbour¬ 
ing Newport Beach and back, with the Pacific 
breeze for air-conditioning and the long line of 
volleyball nets as my navigation system. 

At night, the beach totally transforms, with 
the palm trees illuminated by flickering balls 
of open-fires. More than 500 fire rings are scat¬ 
tered throughout the beach and they’re free 
to use, but on a first-come, first-served basis. 

We treat ourselves to the more luxurious 


option of a VIP ‘fire butler’ of sorts - some¬ 
one who stokes the fire, sets up chairs, and 
keeps our drinks topped-up as we warm our 
jet-lagged faces around the flames. He tells us 
the most popular fire pit positions are hotly 
contested: “At weekends, people stake out the 
best pits in the early afternoon to use at night. 
But when it’s something like the fourth of 
July, whoah, they can be queuing from 5am!” 

We toast s’mores, the US campfire delicacy 
of chocolate biscuits and marshmallows sand¬ 
wiched together, and munch them quickly be¬ 
fore the marshmallow melts. 

From beach life to the high life, we leave 
Huntington behind and drive the hour-and-a- 


half to buzzy West Hollywood, where there’s a 
marked contrast in the pace of life. I’m thank¬ 
ful for all the earlier ocean zen, because WeHo 
is anything but. 

We check in at the uber-glam Mondrian 
Hotel on Sunset Boulevard, and marshmal¬ 
lows around the fire soon shift to Martini cock¬ 
tails around the Skybar pool, with beach views 
replaced by Hollywood Hills property porn. 

Rooftop hotels and bars are the best place 
to fully absorb the bright lights and twinkling 
skylines on a balmy night in West Hollywood, 
and E.P & L.P is one of the hottest new hang¬ 
outs - complete with epic views of Hollywood 
Hills to Downtown LA. We arrive for our res¬ 


ervation at the same time as 300’s Gerard 
Butler, and Orange Is the New Black’s Ruby 
Rose sits next to us as we’re served dinner 
downstairs. 

For more impromptu celebrity spots, We- 
Ho’s super-cool Design District is an A-list 
magnet by day. Designer giants are inter¬ 
spersed with local boutiques like Maxfield, 
Curve and Intermix, where the Kardashian 
clan do their shopping. 

Strolling around Maxfield on Melrose Ave¬ 
nue is like entering a treasure trove of designer 
pieces that belong in a Hollywood Hills man¬ 
sion display cabinet. I become over-excited by 
a pair of Elisabeth Weinstock python boxing 
gloves and super-sized l,500g Diptyque candle 
(the average size is 190g). Whipping out my iP¬ 
hone to document them on my Instagram feed, 
I’m swiftly interrupted. “Um, madam, sorry, 
no pictures in here please,” the shop assistant 
politely instructs. 

My local LA pal tells me it’s to protect celeb¬ 
rity clientele. A few weeks later, I notice Justin 
Bieber is in the very same boutique, filming 
Carpool Karaoke with James Corden. 

For some mid-Melrose fashion fuel, we stop 
off at the cult Alfred Coffee - takeaway cups 
are branded with the Instagram-able ‘But 
first, coffee’ slogan - and snapping photos 
is most definitely allowed. The fuchsia pink 
Paul Smith store on Melrose also makes for 
a Pinterest-friendly posing spot. Other trendy 
WeHo hangouts with paparazzi at the ready 
are Urth Caffe (setting of many an Entourage 
scene) and hip vegan-Mexican joint Gracias 
Madre, where Beyonce and Jay Z go to grab a 
healthy lunch. Following their lead, we dine in 
the picturesque al fresco courtyard and share 
repollitos fritos (Brussels sprouts, cilantro al¬ 
mond pesto and lemon), and tacos stuffed with 
sweet potato, guacamole and cashew nacho 
cheese. Divine, and without rap star prices. 

We get one final rooftop-and-blue-sky fix 
before boarding our Air New Zealand flight 
home, at LAX’s very A-list-worthy Star Alli¬ 
ance Lounge. Catching rays on the glass open- 
air terrace, we top-up our SPF one last time, 
sip on Kir Royales and toast the Hollywood 
Hills in the distance. Hey, there’s even a roar¬ 
ing fire pit, but this one comes without the 
toasted s’mores. . .

Climb on board 
to sample history

WE had almost decided on a 
city holiday to Sweden and 
Denmark when we saw a 
Fred Olsen cruise which in¬ 
cluded those two countries, 
plus the bonus of Baltic Sea 
countries Estonia, Latvia and 
Russia - with St Petersburg 
as the highlight. 

The itinerary immediately ap¬ 
pealed and, with the help and 
knowledge from the tour staff, we 
booked a series of excursions well 
within our budget. 

After two sunny days’ sailing, we 
entered the Swedish Archipelago, a 
group of 30,000 islands; our ship Bal¬ 
moral weaved through a four-hour sce¬ 
nic passage. 

Arriving in Stockholm, a panoramic 
city tour took in the highlights. Stroll¬ 
ing around the oldest district, Gamla 
Stan, you absorb the heart and antiq¬ 
uity of the city. 

In Tallinn, a medieval town in Esto¬ 
nia, our walking tour was a great way 
to soak up sights and sounds of this 
enchanting place, with narrow cobbled 
streets, secret courtyards and fairytale 
towers. 

Troubadours and Minstrels enter¬ 
tain, singing and playing traditional 
songs in authentic dress. Stalls selling 
hand-knitted clothing and amber - 
known as Baltic gold- are sold at keen 
prices. Lunch of pork, cooked Estonian 
style, is a culinary delight. 

The next morning, we arrived at St 
Petersburg, Russia. Two names are 
synonymous with this extraordinary 
city, rulers Peter and Catherine the 
Great, whose influence dominated Im¬ 
perial Russia and still evident today. 
We made the most of our first day, 


with tours of Peterhof Palace and the 
Hermitage, which houses more than 
2.8 million works of art. Lunch in a 
typical Russian restaurant started 
with vodka tasting. 

In the evening, we were taken to 
the Nickolaevsky Palace, featuring a 
traditional folk show, entertained by 
musicians, singers and dancers, each 
routine reflecting different regions of 
Russia. During the interval, Russian 
Champagne, vodka, caviar and cana¬ 
pes were served generously. The show 
ended with a rousing Cossack theme. 

The city’s highlights tour captures 
the most significant sights of St Pe¬ 
tersburg. By now, we were only half 
way through our cruise. 

Riga, regarded as the Pearl of Lat¬ 
via, is characterised by three distinct 
faces, from 14th century medieval 
roots, quality Art Nouveau buildings 


and 19th century wooden architec¬ 
ture. We visited the Dome Cathedral, 
while meandering round the quaint 
old town, you become enthralled in its 
history. Sailing to Denmark, we had 
unexpected sight of a pod of dolphins 
appearing either side of the ship. 

Balmoral berthed a short walk from 
Copenhagen’s iconic attraction, the 
Little Mermaid; despite three serious 
injuries, she sits serenely on her bed 
of rocks. After taking in Copenhagen’s 
highlights, we arrived at the old fish¬ 
ing village of Dragor. We strolled the 
narrow streets of yellow cottages with 
thatched roofs, gardens ablaze with 
Hollyhocks, ending with Danish pas¬ 
try and coffee served at an old inn. 

Our final night in Balmoral’s thea¬ 
tre featured all the artists in a spec¬ 
tacular show that left us clamouring 
for more.

A tale of adultery, fraud, 
bigamy and murder 


A ccording to the skipping rhyme 
she inspired, the Victorian serial 
killer Mary Ann Cotton is ‘dead 
and forgotten; but it seems that’s not 
quite the case. 

Her story has intrigued writer 
Gwyneth Hughes, who explores the 
life of the poisoner in the new-two part 
drama Dark Angel. 

And it also captured the attention of 
Downton Abbey star Joanne Froggatt, 
who plays Mary Ann. The actress says: 
“I was really excited about this role. 
Although Dark Angel is a period 
drama, Mary Ann could not be more 
different from (Downton’s) Anna Bates.” 

In fact, Joanne was so intrigued, 
she even did some of her own 
additional research into Mary Ann to 
help understand what drove the real- 
life murder. She explains: “I read a 
book about her which is a factual 
account, as far as we know, of what 
happened. Then I did some research 
on female serial killers in general and 
the differences between male and 
female serial killers. 

“Because to play somebody you 
have to make sense of what they’re 


doing in their head. Not only to make 
sense of it for you, but you have to 
make sense of their thought 
processes and their feelings. It’s very 
challenging with such serious subject 
matter.” 

When we first meet Mary in this 
opening episode, she’s in her mid¬ 
twenties, married to Billy Mowbray 
(Tom Varey), and has lost four children 
over the course of four years - only 
her fifth daughter, Margaret Jane, has 
survived. 

The family, who have been living in 
Cornwall, decide to make a fresh start 
by returning to Mary’s native Seaham, 
County Durham, where they receive a 
warm welcome from her mother 
Margaret (Penny Layden) and kindly 
stepfather George (Alun Armstrong). 

In fact, George is so keen to protect 
his stepdaughter’s interests, he 
persuades Billy to take out life 
insurance - and when Mary then 
meets flirtatious miner Joe (Jonas 
Armstrong) while buying arsenic to 
sort out a case of bed bugs, it looks 
like she will be collecting on the policy 
sooner rather than later... 


It’s the first in what becomes a 
string of crimes as Mary begins 
insinuating her way into other families. 

Joanne believes Mary’s losses, and 
the times she was living in, go 
someway towards explaining - 
although not justifying - her actions. 

“We first meet her at the age of 25 
when she has suffered the natural 
loss of four of her children. I guess 
she almost goes mad with grief at 
some points... 

“She is a working-class woman in 
the Victorian era and there’s no 
opportunity, no choice. There’s no 
going out and having a career. 
Everything was simply marriage and 
babies. Washing, cleaning, cooking 
and rats. It was a horrendous life and 
she always felt that it was a life that 
wasn’t right. She always wanted more 
than that.” 

Joanne adds: “She can’t accept her 
lot but goes about seeking a better life 
in ways none of us would choose. I 
was fascinated by the psychology 
behind it.” Which is one of the reasons 
why Dark Angel should make 
particularly chilling Halloween viewing.

THE Shoal Hill Tavern is some¬ 
what of a landmark to those liv¬ 
ing around the Cannock area. 

So, after having driven past what 
must have been more than 100 times, 
we decided to give it a shot. 

And we weren’t disappointed. We visited 
the eatery early evening on a Bank Holiday 
Monday and, as the sun shone across the 
pub’s green garden,families and friends sat 
drinking on the benches. 

Though it is always a pleasure to see a 
pub full we did fear the number of people 
outside may mean the place was heaving 
inside too. Luckily for us, it wasn’t too busy 
at all and we were quickly seated. 

One thing to mention is the superb book¬ 
ing system. No-one likes having to call and 
book tables when you’re off out or in a 
hurry - and Shoal Hill Tavern has the per-

feet solution: online booking. It’s all really 
easy and can be done in a matter of seconds 
by mobile phone, via an operator called 
Open Table Inc. Anyway, back to the pub. 

As we walked into the venue, we were 
greeted by a bright, lively atmosphere with 
rustic wooden furniture and floors. The 
Shoal Hill Tavern at Cannock has a few 
great offers during the week. The one we 
had come for was their weekly two mains 
for £20, which takes place every Monday. 
We had arrived at 5pm, and ordered the 
food, before I double checked we were en¬ 
titled to the offer - only to be told it didn’t 
start until 6pm as it was a Bank Holiday. 

A little communication here from the 
staff would have avoided the confusion. 

Similarly, I only discovered the pub had a 
specials board after we had ordered our food 


and eaten our starters. . . The staff could 
make diners aware of any extra food that is 
available. Complaints now aside, I can dis¬ 
cuss my favourite topic - the food. And we 
were impressed. 

My other half and I selected the Char¬ 
cuterie sharer; a wooden platter boasting 
rows of delicious cured, cooked meats, criss¬ 
crossed tiny gherkins and a small, glass pot 
of garlic infused olives. 

Huge 

A wonderful, plentiful selection of fla¬ 
vours and textures - and at just £9.95 a 
reasonably-priced starter for two. Now, 
on to the mains. My partner opted for the 
home roasted ham with egg and chips from 
the lunchtime menu. Other than the lack of 
greens, his plate was stuffed with food - a 
huge amount given that it cost just £6.55. 

For my meal I selected an item from the 


evening menu: The Pork Belly Stack. Now 
I’m a huge fan of pork belly and this really 
wasn’t the best I’ve ever tried. It was a little 
dry and there didn’t appear to be a great 
deal of it. This should have put me off my 
dinner, but the remainder of the dish meant 
it was entirely irresistible. 

Beneath the pork was a creamy sweet 
potato and normal potato mash, which cov¬ 
ered another layer of pork; which, this time, 
was juicy and tasty. Under that was a layer 
of deep green, curly kale - and the whole 
meal swam in a mouth-wateringly thick, 
creamy sauce. 

I couldn’t resist a dessert and opted for 
the raspberry and white chocolate cheese¬ 
cake. Though the base of the cheesecake 
was not as crunchy as I would have likethe 
cheesy bit was creamy and smooth. 

Seeing as the bill was just £44.50 - we left 
with our bellies full and our wallets happy.

Bigger, 

By James Parker 



On the face of it, the concept of a Sport 
Utility Vehicle is a bit farcical. Which sport 
are you engaging in at the helm of, say, a 
Land Rover Discovery Sport? If the remit 
is to get you to the sport, then surely a bus 
or train would also warrant the sports tag. 
There really is nothing sporty about these 
vehicles. 

Audi popularised this genre with its Allroad 
models, Volvo followed with its XC70 but 
Subaru had them both licked in selling us all¬ 
wheel drive estates with just enough off-road 
ability to get most of us to where we needed 
to go. Skoda followed suit with its Octavia 
Scout models but they never really gained 
much traction with the car buying public. 

The third generation Octavia is a far more 
substantial proposition than its predecessors 
and this time, the Scout version might well 
snag some serious orders. 

The basics are pretty straightforward. For 
this sort of car, you really want an estate 
bodyshell, a bit of extra ride height, a brawny 
diesel engine and the obligatory all-wheel 
drive mechanicals. Skoda duly delivers, with 
the engine choice extending to either a 2.0 
TDI150PS with a six-speed manual gearbox 
or a 2.0 TDI 184PS featuring a six-speed DSG 
twin-clutcher as standard. 

The fifth-generation Haldex clutch 
transmission more accurately distributes 
torque between the front and rear axles. The 
ECU monitors your driving (steering angle, 
throttle position and how heavily you’re 
braking) and delivers what it feels is the 
correct split of torque to each axles. As soon 
as a front wheel starts spinning, the clutch is 
engaged, sending torque to the rear tyres. An 
electronically locking differential on both axles 


helps too, drive being distributed evenly from 
side to side for optimum grip. 

The Scout certainly looks the part, with 
a distinctive front end that features a silver 
skid plate and fog lights assembly. There’s 
also a redesigned rear end, with black body 
cladding added to help keep scuffs off the 
paintwork while off-roading. 

The ride height has been jacked up by a 
further 33mm, and with a total ride height of 
171mm, the Scout has even more ground 


clearance than many so-called SUVs such as 
the Audi Q3. 

Rear seat space is generous and so is the 
amount of room in the back with the 610-litres 
of space you get in the boot when all the seats 
are in place. Prices start at just over £25,000, 
which nets you the 150PS version. You’ll need 
to fork out around £28,000 for the 184PS 
model with the DSG gearbox, but that’s still 
quite ridiculously good value for money. After 
all, you can spend well over £27,000 on a 
manual 1.6-litre diesel Honda Civic supermini. 


Ask yourself which is offering you more car 
and more capability for your money. The 
Scout’s more direct rivals can’t really touch 
this proposition, the base MOPS Passat 
Alltrack knocking on the door of £30,000 
while the Vauxhall Insignia Country Tourer 
really only comes into contention if you can 
negotiate a massive discount off the asking 
price to offset its poorer residuals. 

Even the entry-level Scout gets alloy wheels, 
an eight speaker stereo with a digital radio 
and Bluetooth compatibility, roof rails, leather 


trim for the reach and rake adjustable steering 
wheel, climate control and a touchscreen 
infotainment controller. Safety gear includes 
stability control, hill hold, automatic post 
collision braking, plus front, side, knee and 
curtain airbags. 

Ascend up the range and you can start 
fitting features like the DSG twin-clutch 
gearbox, Alcantara and leather trim, satellite 
navigation, cruise control, intelligent light 
assistant, bigger alloys and a remote rear seat 
fold down facility.

Die-hard fans' capital commitment 


SPORT MEMORIES 


EVEN for a group that’s 50 years 
old, this lot have got some outland¬ 
ish tales. 

One of their members has missed only 
one home game in 40 years, they used to 
run out of the players’ tunnel at Molineux 
to supporters chanting their name, and 
they’ve travelled to matches with play¬ 
ers, millionaires and a famous pop star. 

Welcome to London Wolves. 

The club’s oldest supporters’ club - and one 
of the oldest of its kind in the country - is turn¬ 
ing 50. 

They’ve experienced dizzying highs and 
dured devastating lows over the past five dec¬ 
ades - and that’s before you even get started 
on the football. 

It all began in a very different era. Stuart 
Earl, who was there was from day one and is 
the club’s chairman, takes up the story: “Me 
and Dave (Slape, current secretary) met on 
the 9.15 out of Paddington. We saw each other 
every week and just thought there had to be a 
cheaper way of doing it, so we set about organ¬ 
ising coach travel and it took off from there.” 

Switch

Dave added: “I was on the first trip. Two 
weeks earlier we met Jack Howley, the secre¬ 
tary, with about 12 people saying we wanted to 
form a club. The first trip was Plymouth (Octo¬ 
ber 22, 1966, a 2-1 home win).” 

Football worked very differently back then. 
London Wolves would be let in to Molineux 
games for free, with chairman John Ireland 
believing fans who travelled that far shouldn’t 
have to pay. 

They would board a coach from Victoria sta¬ 
tion, but would switch to train travel after a 
couple of years, and have a corner of the North 
Bank allocated to them. Stuart added: “We 


used to come out of the players’ tunnel and the 
North Bank would chant ‘London Wolves’ and 
point at us! It was quite embarrassing.” 

The club’s numbers soon grew. At its peak, 
in the late 1970s and early 1980s, they had 
almost 400 members, with the 1981 FA Cup 
semi-final against Spurs at Hillsborough at¬ 
tracted a record booking of 108 fans. Just a few 
years later, with Wolves’ rapid decline in full 
flow, things were very different. 

Travel secretary Peter Woodifield has been 
with the club since its formation and still kept 
attending event in the dark days of the 1980s. 


Yes, he even went to all three Chorley FA 
Cup games. The Magpies beat Wolves 3-0 in a 
second FA Cup first round replay at Bolton’s 
Burnden Park. “In the Bhatti era you had to 
be a bit more dedicated!” he said. 

“The Third Division, when we were still on 
our way down, it was a real effort to go to those 
games.” 

Mark Feehan joined in 1976, aged 12, after 
spotting an advert in a Millwall programme. 

“You hear people complain today about bad 
games, but you really had to be a die-hard in 
the 1980s,” he said. “You didn’t even know if 


they would put a team out some days. We had 
the conversations about what we’d do if the 
worst happened and Wolves no longer existed.” 
But London Wolves, like the club, survived - 
and thrived. Sir Jack Hayward used to travel 
with them for midweek games (even taking 
part in Dave’s ‘guess the score’ competition), 
as did a host of former players. 

Dexys Midnight Runners singer Kevin Row¬ 
land is a former member, as is BBC presenter 
Jacqui Oatley. 

John Richards is the club’s honorary pres¬ 
ident and the likes of Carl Ikeme, David Ed-

wards and Karl Henry have travelled back to 
London with them in recent years. 

That’s not to say that travelling from Lon¬ 
don to every game hasn’t been without its pit- 
falls. 

There have been several mishaps, delays and 
breakdowns over the years, even as recently as 
last season when horrendous motorway traffic 
forced the group, who travelled to that particu¬ 
lar game by coach, to abandon in Sheffield and 
watch a match in a pub. 

Outskirts 

Peter, who sorts out the club’s bookings and 
match tickets, added: “There was one at Hud¬ 
dersfield in the 1960s the coach broke down 
just on the outskirts of Huddersfield and we 
ended up pushing it up a hill! 

“I’ll never forget that. We missed the first 25 
minutes of that one,” he added. 

The 50th anniversary year was marked 
in style with a golden anniversary dinner at 
Charlton’s ground, The Valley, in July, at¬ 
tended by a host of ex-players and then-boss 
Kenny Jackett. 

A special reception will be held in Molineux’s 
WV1 bar on the day of the Leeds game on Sat¬ 
urday, marking 50 years to the day since that 
first ever trip. 

“I think the reason we all enjoy it so much 
is the social side of it and the camaraderie,” 
Mark said. “We have a lot of away fans trav¬ 
elling with us too. Brentford brought a bag of 
Chinese fortune cookies with them the other 
week to share out. Everyone knows everyone 
and we’re all friends.” 

Stuart added: “My mother thought I’d grow 
out of it, but 50 years later I’m still here.”
